Sir Hugh Bell, president of the sec- 
tion of economic science and statistics, 
reviewed the labor situation. Referring 
to the present unrest, he said: 

“A cure will come, but it may come 
after great suffering has been Inflicted 
on the entire community. Parliament 
can impose on the employer, whether 
private or atate, the payment of a cer- 
tain wage if the man is employed, but 
one thing it cannot do, is to compel a 
man's employment at a wage which 
the price of the article he produces 
will not euffice to pay. The man will 
remain unemployed. That is the dras- 
tie remedy which economic law im- 
poses. We must make industry self- 
contained. The hope that the trans- 
ferring of ownership from the indi- 
vidual to the state will enable us to 
pay more is foredoomed to disappoint- 
ment.”*

General Currie is credited with 
expressing the opinion that the 
country could not afford to pay 
the proposed bonus of $2,000 each 
to returned soldiers, but he is in 
favor of a commission being ap- 
pointed to discuss the matter with 
them. 

General Currie is not an elected 
representative of the Canadian 
people, nor is he personally in 
position to represent the needs 
and views of the returned soldier 
who has no large gratuity grant to 
look forward to. His opinion ¢ 
to the country’s ability to pay 
the bonus is of no more value than 
that of any well-informed citizen; 
rather less, because of his long ab 
sence and the change in condi- 
tions that has occurred during 
that period. It will be interesting 
to all whether the general’s opin- 
ion of the hard-up condition of the 
country holds when the question 
of voting him the proposed grant 
of a quarter of a million dollars 
comes before parliament. 

As for the commission without 
the bonus, of what use would that 
be, either to the country or the re- 
turned man? If it is a foregone 
conclusion that the country can’t 
afford a bonus, it doesn’t need and 
ean’t afford a high priced commis 
sion to say so. And the proposal 
to sidetrack the bonus scheme and 
substitute a commission to hand 
out talk to the returned soldiers 
does not seem to meet the case, 
even coming from Gendral Currie. 
Talk won't set the returned man 
up in civilian life again.

the land. 

The proposal of the 
now is that the Public Utilities 
Commission shall exereise the 
power of veto upon this act of the 
Legislature. If the contention 
correct that the commission holds 
any such authority, then in setting 
up the commission the Legislature 
has created a body more powerful 
than itself, and vested in it the 
functions of a law-killer.

Mr. Nat Gould, te famous racing 
novelist, has just died, at the age of 
sixty-two. He was the author of about 
130 novels, and Mr sha Long, who 
has beeen his publisher for the last 
fifteen years, has twemy-two more 
waiting to pear His latest-——‘The 
Steeplechaser appeared three weeks 
ago 

Mr. Gould was born 
in 1857 Before turning to novel 
writing tried the tea trade, farm- 
ing and journalism. For #ix years he 
Was a reporter on the Newark Ad- 
vertiser, and in 1884 went to Austra- 
lia, where he joined the staff of the 
Brisbane Daily Telegraph, and was 
6ubsequently on the Sydney Sunday 
Times and Referee 

His first novel, “The Double Event,” 
Was published «ix years later. It was 
an immediate success, and in the last 
twenty-eight years over 20,000,000 
copies of his novels have been sold 

“He had that great and very rare 
rift—the faculty of telling a simpte, 
straightforward story, full of human 
characters and thrilling but natural 
episodes, without wasting a word,” 
says the Morning Post.

the consumer have borne little or no 
relation to ghe prices of raw material 
juged in these goods during recent

| By placing an embargo on the ex 


|port of hides to bring down «prices of 
shoes, the govermment has, by its ac 
|tion, placed the blame of the high cost 
Jof shoes on the cattle raiser, who has 
|sold his hides on the hoof on the open 
}market and a very few at a time. 
iThis immediately following the report 
of u parliamentary committee which 
showed that larger profits on the part 
of the tanner, the manufacturer, the 
| wholesaler nd retailer was respon- 


| sible for much of the increased cost 
of leather footwear

| Hides are free of duty Leather 
learries a duty of 10 to 15 per cent., 
the intermediate tariff being 12 1-2 
per cent. Boots a shoes carry a 
tariff of 17 1-2 to per cent, the 
intermediate tariff being 22 1-2 per 
cent With this tariff arrangement 
does it look as though the embargo 
had been placed where it would be 


the most effective in reducing the cost 
of shoes? 


In 1917, the last year from which 
we have official figures, we exported 
$6,738,177 worth o ides, most of it 
going to the Unite ates, Leather 

boots and shoes worth 
$951,687 and harness and saddlery 
worth $ 3 13, were also exported 
(During the same peric we imported 
'$12,858,016 worth of raw hides; 8 
448.448 worth of boots and shoes 
$188,426 wor of tharness and sad 
dlery and §& 76,335 worth of other 
leather and leather goods 

One can only come to the conclu 
sion that the main effect of the em 
bargo on the export of hides will be 
in reducing prices to the producer, 
which effect has already been noted 
in lowered prices on hides. The effec- 
tive manner in dealing with the situ- 
ation would have been to have placed 
an embargo on the export of boots 
and shoes and take off the tariff on 


\these commodities until such time as 
the price of boots and shoes bear some 
relation to cost of raw hides and ac 
tual cost of manufacture
